A drinking orgy that began when a 
wine-laden steamer was wreckeé@ and 
its cargo washed ashore, has cost the 
lives of five persons and the serious 
illness of a score more. Attracted by 
the wrecking of the steamer which 
crashed into a bridge on the Rhine 
near here, hundreds of persons gath- 
ered’ on the river banks yesterday and 
followed the wine casks, released by 
the impact. The casks floated down 
the river for a- time and then strand- 
ed on the banks where they were 
broached freely. The drinking went 
on until the river banks were dotted 
with persons overcome by the wine. 

So disorderly did the drinkers be- 
come that 80 policemen had to be 
summoned in. order to restore .order 
and confiscate the wine casks. When 
the excitement subsided it was found 
that two persons had died of alcohdlic 


poisoning, two fell into the river and 
were drowned and one was killed in a 
brawl. Twenty others were so ill that 
they were taken to a hospital where 
it was found they were suffering from 
alcoholic _ Poisoning.

Today the suburban trains plough- 
ed through water reaching the bot- 
toms of the cars. The upper lakes 
of the valley, partially drained years 
ago, now are filled to the brims, Lake 
Texcoco, a generally pestiferous la 
goon three miles from the city, has 
crept into the outskirts of the capi- 
tal. The rain continued today in tor- 
rents accompanied by hail. 

The greater part of the lowlands 
of the Valley of Mexico had flooded 
—something that has not happened in 
a quarter century. Only one small 
tunnel of 14 miles through the moun- 
tain wall of the Valley of Mexico 
stands between the capital and com- 
plete inundation.

S. S. Kresge, Detroit, owner of a 
national chain of ten-cent stores, gave 
in conjunction with the North Wood- 
ward Avenue M. E. church of De- 
troit, $10,000. 

Wayne B. Wheeler, general coun- 
sel of the Anti-Saloon league, so vig- 
orously opposed opening the list of 
contributions that the senate com- 
mittee by a divided vote decided to 
make public only gifts in 1925 and 
1926. 

Chairman Reed, Missouri democrat, 
by proxy, and Senator La Follette, 
Wisconsin, progressive republican, 
voted to make all names of Anti- 
Saloon League contributors public. 
The other three members voted to re- 
veal only amounts given during the 
last eighteen months, 

Captain William H. Stayton, of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, authorized publication of 
his financial supporters from the 
time the organization was founded in 
1921. His heaviest contributors were 
two women, Mrs, Barend Van Gerbig, 
of New Canaan, Conn., $5,200, and 
Mra. Marino.de Brasant, of New 

York, $3,000. o 

Others Are Named. 

In each case only names «: those 
who had given more than $500 were 
revealed. The dry lists showed a sur- 
prising absence of well-known persons, 
the principal ones being the two Rocke- 
fellers and Kresge.

Paris, July 6.—(®)—The French 
government by cabinet decree today 
forbade former French combatants 
from carrying out an organized plan

the Italian dictator. 

The first order issued suspends ad- 
ministrative elections in municipali- 
ties. The’ councils will disappear 
completely upon promulgation of a 
law placing political reperesentatives 
in municipalities on a guild basis, 


First indications that Mussolini’s 
government contemplated the type of 
absolute control of cities so unpopular 
in the 12th and 13th centuries, came 
soon after his dictatorial rule in Italy 
began to gain the attention of the 
outside world. Opponents of fascism 
havé long charged that fascist chiefs 
in varioys municipalities set them- 
selves up as autocrats in these com- 
munities, 

It has been charged that these 
chiefs have dictated orders to prefects, 
magistrates, and numerous other offi- 
cials. The most outstanding example 
of such alleged dictation came from 
the province of Cremona, Italy, where 
Deputy Farniacci, regarded there as 
the vice chief of fascism, advocated 
suppression of all local opposition 
to the s»vernment. He was given the 
title “ras” by the opposition. Other 
minor “ras” officials were in power 
at various times in the districts of 
Bologna and Biacenza. 

In 1205 the pope governed Rome 
through a “podesta.”

The power of a country in war- 
time is declared to depend on those 
factors which constitute its power in 
peace and on the conditions of time 
and preparednesg under which all its 
available resources may be applied in 
war. 

The communique skirts around the 
differences which have arisen over the 
methods of comparing naval arma- 
ments by explaining that there was a 
minority report, which urged the 
adoption of tonnage by classes as one 
method of comparing naval forces, 
while the basis of the standard pro- 
posed by the majority was the total 
tonnage of fleets. This minority re- 

rt was presented by “ American, 

itish, Argentine and Ohilean dele- 
gations in support of the Washington 
principle of class tonnage. 

After emphasizing the complete ac- 
cord concerning the methods of com- 
paring air forces by horsepower and 
number of machines, the communique 
concludes by saying the committee 
has recommonded an inquiry to ascer- 
tain the most suitable means of plac- 
ing national defense budgets on a com- 
parable basis.

Commenting on the crime wave, 
Judge Howard declared that he was 
an optimist and that he has observed 
an improvement in crime conditions 
recently. 

“In my first few months ov the 
bench.” he asserted, “more than 11 per 
cent of the cases tried before me were 
homicidal, and in more recent months 
ihere has been a considerable reduec- 
tion in this pereentage. This shows 
conclusively that conditions are im- 
proving.”

This eode pro- 
vides regulations designed to eliminate 
the causes of automobile accidents, 
including stringent traffic rules, dras- 
tie requirements for licenses, speed 
limitation, punishment for violators of 
all types, especially for drunken 
drivers. 

"Phe fwiax: "of the campaign, now 
being pushed, will come -early next 
year when 44 state legislatures begin 
their sessions. Experts who were here 
at the safety conference called by 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover, to- 
gether with lecal organizations, will 
earry the uniform code before the leg- 
islatures and ask action.
